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One Thing at a Time. 


A great deal has been heard of lale about food hoarding in 


Buffalo, Chicago and Ohio and the work that is being done 
there by government and slate. officials to cud the practice of 
hoarding for the purpose of keeping up prices or sending them 
still higher, but, according to reports from Boston, not all of 
the trouble is so far away. 
These reports show that 3,000 


tons of granulated sugar was seized in lhat city a few days 
ago. This is owned by a New York corporation which claims 
that it was for export, but the. government's claim is that it 
was being held for the purpose of unreasonably increasing the 
price, and if this claim is substantiated the sugar will be sold 
at auction in small lols for Ihe benefit of the public. 


It is also claimed lliat there are in Boston storehouses 17, 


000,000 pounds of butler, '1,000,000 pounds of cheese 'and 
14,000,000 dozens of eggs', much larger amounts than were 
held by the same firms a year ago. 
Another story from Bos- 


ton is that the owners of 4,000,000 pounds of salt pork' learn- 
ing that government agents were busy in Ural city, 'moved the 
pork in the night lime io a dill'ercnl location. 
If this story is 


true and the pork is found it is probable that il will be sold at 
auction.

Appearances certainly indicate that the hoarding of food 


has been practiced on a large scale while prices are abnormally 
high, and of course the purpose has been lo so control the 
markets that il would be possible lo boost prices still higher. 


II is high lime that something should be done about il, and 


il is lo be hoped the government and stale authorities will be 
able to round up the offenders and bring them to terms. The 
practice is lillle belter than highway ' robbery and one that 
must be slopped if such a thing is possible. 
' And the chances are Unit il wlil be better if Ihe authorities 
thal'have laid their hands to this work will be content to at- 
tend to one thing at a time. Already the claim is coming from 
Washington that the retailers are as bad as (he wholesalers, 
and that they also must receive attention. Perhaps this may 
be so. There is reason lo suspect that (here are retailers who 
are not averse lo making hay .while the sun shines, but, the 
light having. bejL-n begun against the big fellows, it should :be 
finished before bothering with Ihe small fry. And if the put- 
come is what is hoped for the probability is (hat the retailers 
would fall into line without further proceedings. As soon as' 
it is demonstrated that the government means business and is 
able to stop the profiteering from which the people are suffer- 
ing Iherc will be a speedy coming lo order on the part of those 
responsible for a state oV things which is nothing 'short of a 
disgrace lo Ihe country. 


One thing at a time. 
Stop the inexcusable hoarding of 


food by. the millions of dollars' worth while the people are 
paying famine prices. 
Afler this has been done if retailers 


are found taking advantage of their customers they should be 
properly dealt with. But il is safe to assume that there will be 
liltle trouble with the litlle fellows after the cases of the big- 
ones have been properly attended to.
